Telephone information from the 
v illage of Coale, located thirteen 
miles nearly d u e east from this city , 
brings the sad intelligence of two 
su icid es which occu rred near there 
y esterd ay morning. 
The u nfortu nates 
are

Jones, a y ou ng man, aged abou t 
21, and Miss Bonnie Tu rner, less 
than iS y ears of age. 
All particu lars 
are 
not 
now 
k nown, and many of them nev er 
will be, bu t the following state­ 
ment is presu med to be in the main 
correct: 
For some time Jones had been a 
v isitor to the home of Miss Tu rner, 
whose father d ied a few y ears ago. 
Early in the spring he engaged 
as a farm laborer for Gu nn Park s, 
bu t later went to Ok lahoma,where 
he secu red work in wheat harv est­ 
ing u ntil he had a leg brok en by a 
k ick from a horse. 
H e retu rned ten d ay s ago and 
Satu rd ay procu red a bu ggy and 
team from Bald ock ’s liv ery barn in 
Clinton and went 
to 
his old 
neighborhood . 
Satu rd ay ev ening he was rid ing 
with Miss Jones, and it is thou ght 
that abou t 9 o’clock that night he 
stopped near the farm resid ence of 
John McGinnis, two miles sou th­ 
east from Coale, where the horse 
was remov ed from the v ehicle and 
hitched to 
the 
fence. 
Parties 
passing thejroad observ ed them in 
the v ehicle at a late hou r. 
Abou t 9 o’clock Su nd ay morn­ 
ing they were fou nd in the v e­ 
hicle in a comatose cond ition, an 
em pty morphine bottle near by 
showing they had swallowed its 
contents. 
Dr. Peelor, of Coale, with two 
other neighborhood phy sicians, was 
called in great haste and ev ery ef­ 
fort mad e to cou nteract its d ead ly 
effect, bu t withou t av ail. 
Both 
d ied in abou t two hou rs. 
The su icid e was premed itated . 
W riting on a slip of paper gav e 
d irections regard ing their bu rial 
together in Union cemetery , the 
neighborhood bu rial grou nd , also 
the name of the owner of the horse 
and bu ggy . 
Coroner Gibbins was notified in 
town, bu t d id not d eem it necessary 
to hold an inqu est. 
Jones has a y ou nger brother in 
the employ ment of Ira Gill, hotel 
proprietor at Lincoln, in Benton 
cou nty . 
Mrs. T u rner’s objection to Jones

For­ 
tu nately , no one was inju red .

A n ordinance levying and provid­ 
ing for the collection of taxes for 
the year 1900, and establishing 
the rate thereof. 
Be it ordained by the council of 
the City of Sedalia, Missouri, as 
follows, to -w it: 


S e c t i o n 
i . 
There 
is hereby 
levied the following rate of taxa­ 
tion upon all real estate and person­ 
al property within the limits of this 
city, as shown by the assessor’s 
books, for the year 1900, and made 
taxable for state and county pur­ 
poses, and upon the assessed valua­ 
tion thereof, as fixed and agreed 
upon by the board of equalization 
for said year, including all mer­ 
chants’ and dramshop statements 
and assessments as ad valorem, all 
as provided by law, as follows : 
First— For the purposes 
of de­ 
fraying the current expenses of the 
city of Sedalia, Missouri, for the 
ensuing fiscal year, the said city 
having more than ten thousand in­ 
habitants, the sum and rate of 50 
cents on the one hundred dollars 
valuation. 
Second— For the purpose of cre­ 
ating a sinking fund for the pay­ 
ment of the bonded indebtedness of 
the city, which existed prior to the

Third— For the purpose of pay­ 
ing the interest on the bonded in­ 
debtedness of the city, wincli exist­ 
ed prior to the first day of August, 
1875, or any bonded indebtedness 
contracted for the refunding of the 
same, the rate and sum of 25 cents 
on the one hundred dollars valua­ 
tion. 
Fourth— For 
the 
support 
and 
miiintenance of the free public li­ 
brary heretofore duly established 
and now existing in this city, the 
rate and sum of ten cents on the 
one hundred dollars valuation.

The city clerk shall, in 
due tune, extend 
in appropriate 
columns, opposite each item of tax­ 
able property, 00 a proper book to 
be furnished by the city for that 
purpose, 
and 
opposite the mer- 
cliants’ and dramshop ad valorem 
statements and assessments, the sev­ 
eral amounts levied by section one 
of this ordinance. 
lie shall do tind 
perform all other things required 
by the charter and ordinances of 
the city necessary to be done by 
liim to fully carry out and make 
effectual the provisions of this or­ 
dinance. 
A ll things recjuired to be done 
and not specifically provided for in 
this ordinance shall be done accord­

In this respect none of the 
"J'orresSiraits nativ es were su perior to 
one of tlie liiiropeans composing the 
ex pedition.^ while the m ajority were 
inferior. 
X o great weiglit, howev er, 
cou ld be aiiaclied to the observ ations, 
becau se all the jieople were div ers— 
an occu pation that certainly damaged 
the ears to some ex tent. 
T o inv esti­ 
gate their range of hearing a G a llon’s 
whistle was u sed, and it was shown 
that they cou ld hear v ery high notes.
